Surprises for Science 


One of the most eloquent of modern 
medical researchers, New York Memorial 
Hospital's Dr. Lewis Thomas, recently pub- 
blished 8, prose poem in praise of the labo- 
ratory error—the cteative mistake which, 


entirely unplanned, affords ἃ surprise obser- 
vation permitting understanding far beyond 
anything originally contemplated. Perhaps 
the most famous example of such serendipity 
is the historic fungus contamination of the 
petri dish In Alexander Fleming's laboratory 
im 1928. Fleming’s observation of the unex~ 
pected death of bacteria near the mold 
provided the essential clue to discovery of 
penicillin and other life-saving antibiotics. 

In the physical sciences, too, surprising 
results have often been the most productive, 
The Michelson-Morley experiment in 1887, 
for example, threw into confusion all the 
then-existing theories about Nght traveling 
through a supposed medium called the ether 
It did this by unexpectedly showing that 
the speed of light was independent of the 
direction from which it came. The re- 
examination of the conventional wisdom 
forced by that observation helped spur the 
new thinking which culminated in the 


scientific revolution associated with Albert 
Etnstein’s Theory of Relativity. 

A recent experiment has brought similarly 
unsettling results, especially for anybody 
complacent enough to believe that physicists 
know all the major principles governing the 


“sun and other stars in the universe. The 


sum shines and gives off its vast quantities 
of heat and Ught, today’s physics textbooks 
say. because of fusion reagtions in the sun's 
interior, akin to those that make possible 
hydrogen bombs. 

But Uf that is what 15 actually happening, 
It should be possible to detect neutrino 
radiation from the sun. Astonishingly, an 
elaborate experiment almed at detecting the 
neutrinos has failed to do so. Something 
is clearly wrong. 

The crisis now created in solar physits 
may yet produce a new analysis of the 
energy-producing mechanisms in the sun. 
Tt could, conceivably, have as profound 2 
consequence in changing fundamental scien~ 
tific ideas as did the Michelson-Morley ex- 
periment that showed the inadequacy of 
classical Newtonian physics and opened the 
way for Einstein's revolution.
